For a time the cockatoo view 
sd the conclave about bim with sereni­ 
ty, but the strain became too much for 
him, and finally found expression in a 
lories of the most penetrating screeches, 
accompanied by the elevation of his 
light green plume, which had previous­ 
ly been partly concealed in his fluffy, 
snow white feathers. 
This demonstra 
tion added threefold to the wonderment 
and fright if the sparrows and in 
creased tho volume of their chattering 
in like proportion. 
But the unwelcome foreigner soon 
found that the chattering was harm­ 
less, and that the saucy sparrows lack­ 
ed the courage to make an attack. Find­ 
ing himself surrounded on all sides by 
the little nuisances, he gradually work­ 
ed his way throygh one side of the cir 
clo and out on the end of a branch, 
where he perched contentedly and view 
cd his tormentors with the calmest in 
difference. 
Having found that the in­ 
truder would neither take nor give of­ 
fense, the sparrows one by one fie-,' 
away, leaving the cockatoo to take a 
nap in peace and quiet. 
Meanwhile the cat colony of the back 
yards had been aroused by the unusual 
activity of the feathered tribe, and 
there had been a gradual concentration 
of the feline forces near the base of the 
tree which formed the cockatoo’s pere! 
This meant a catfight as sure as preach­ 
ing, aud it was not long before the bos 
tilities broke out. 
Then the dogs trad 
their turn, and the cats disappeared, 
but to the last the cockatoo sat unruffled 
In his feathers in tho tree top.—-New 
York Buu. 


Tile improvements in modem guns 
have embraced all calibers, from that of 
the small arm firing a projectile only 
one-third of an inch in diameter to the 
monster which sends a solid piece of 
steel 12 inches through and weighing 
over half a ton. Not only have the gun* 
improved, -but also all their accessories, 
especially powder and projectiles. 
The 
smokeless powrder of tho present has 
changed the conditions of war almost 
as much as modem armament. 
Keeping step w ith these advances 
have l>oeja those made in the various 
classes of projectiles. Even the smallest 
of these, w ith its case hardened bullet, 
is far ahead of the old fashioned lead 
bullet used in the small anus of 80 
years aga 
One of the piost effective of modem 
projectiles is the shrapnel. 
It is one of 
the forms of ease shot. Tile others were 
the old fashioned grape and canister. A 
case shot may be said to bo a collection 
of missiles in a case, which breaks up 
either in tho gun or at some point in 
flight, thus setting free its death deal­ 
ing particles. 
As soon as the case is broken each of 
these particles goes on a separate path, 
and it’s a sorry day for the man struck 
by one of them. 
All of these falling 
upon a piece of level grouud would 
mark out an irregular oval, whose area 
varii a with differing conditions. It has 
been found that tho best point to burst 
the shrapnel is about six yards above 
and 50 iu front of the enemy. 
Colonel Shrapnel of the British serv­ 
ice first invented shrapnel in I SOS. This 
early fomi consisted simply of a spher­ 
ical shell filled with bullets and a burst 
ing charge of powder in tho spaces ba 
tween. 
This was a crude invention 
which scattered tile fragments too much 
and was liable to go off when not et 
pected aud not do so when desired 
This form was improved upon during 
our civil war, and the modem shrapnel 
can be considered t lie most dangerous 
of all life destroying projectiles. It con­ 
sists of thrco parts—tho tube, the base 
and the head. 
The powder charge is in 
the base, which is firmly attached to 
tho body either by electric welding or 
by screwing. 
Leading from the base 
through tho ceti ter of the body is a tube 
which is also lilied with powder, which 
is ignited by tho fuse at the point of the 
shrapnel and carries the fire to the main 
charge. 
Between 200 aud 800 bullets 
rest upon a diaphragm just over the 
powder charge. These are held in place 
by a matrix of rosin which is melted 
and poured upon the bullets when in 
place. A skeleton case of east iron con­ 
taining receptacles for each bullet is 
sometimes used instead of the rosin. 
The head is put on in the same m an­ 
ner as the base, and when the fuse is 
inserted the projectile is ready for use. 
Some shrapnels have the bursting charge 
in the head instead of the base. 
The 
fuse used is rather complicated, but the 
United States has as good a one as 
there is. It is a time fuse and in actual 
test has shown its reliability. 
It can readily be seen that one great 
objection to the shrapnel is its high 
cost. The fuse alone costs about #2.50. 
The same gun is usually supplied with 
three styles of am munition—tho solid 
shot, the shell and the shrapnel. 
Some 
batteries are also supplied with canister 
for use at close quarters. 
The bullets 
in the canister have a wider dispersion, 
because the case breaks up in the gun. 
Canister was used to repel the famous 
charge led by the Confederate general 
Pickett at Gettysburg. 
A perfect hail 
of missiles swept the slope leading up 
to Cemetery Hill, against w! o 
de­ 
structive effects human valor was of no 
avail. 
The shell is used to destroy inanimate 
objects as well as animate ones. It con­ 
sists of a hollow cast iron shell, w ith a 
fuse and bursting charge of powder. 
The famous shot fired during the cut­ 
ting of th e cab les at C’it nfnegns is a 
good example of its use. The Spaniards 
having taken refuge in and behind a 
lighthouse, a shell was fired by one of 
our ships, which, striking it fairly, 
burst and utterly destroyed the struc­ 
ture, killing many of tho soldiers. 
But against men iu battle formation 
the shrapnel is the more effective. 
It 
sends a perfect shower of missiles which, 
falling in the midst of a company, 
would almost annihilate it. Many tests 
have been made to show this. 
Shrapnels fired from a gun a mile 
away in one instance aud a mile and 
two-thirds in tile other were made to 
strike a board target one inch thick. 
The fuses were set off by tile contact 
and burst the projectile into 200 or 800 
parts, each of which was capable of 
dealing death to any living thing in its 
path. 
Screens were plaoed at indicated 
distances behind the target. These may 
bo considered as representing a battalion 
of infantry in column of companies. 
From the number of hits upon all of 
them the efficiency of shrapnel fire 
against close order formation may be 
judged. 
In one shot 152 hits were made by a 
single shrapnel. In another 215 hits are 
recorded, but these are not so well scat­ 
tered. 
Imagine, then, the effect of a 
well placed shrapnel upon a group of 
men such as is here represented. 
The reader can readily understand 
why wars are now waged at greater 
distances and why hand to hand con­ 
flicts are almost unheard of.—New 
York Herald.

A letter mailed hero for Ad* laide, Aus­ 
tralia, ulso goes via Bail Francisco, 
travels 12,845 miles aud is delivered 
usually w ithin 35 days. New Y<*rk mail 
destined for Calcutta goes by way of 
London, traveling 11,120 miles in 29 
days, while mail sent from tills, city to 
Cape Tov n, gm's 125 miles farther ii. 
two days' less time. 
Mail communication between New 
York and 
Hongkong ordinarily con 
sumos one month of tim e 
The letters 
go by way of Wan Francisco and cover 
IO, 500 miles ol distraioe. To reach Mel­ 
bourne, Australia, from this city a let­ 
ter will travel 12,205 miles in ebon* 82 
days, and to reach Sydney a letter will 
travel 11,570 miles in 81 days. Tin 
mail route from New York to Yoko­ 
hama, via Ban Francisco, is 7,848 miles 
long. and altoufc 22 days are consumer! 
In transit. To go to Honolulu from this 
city a '.tt;r travels 5,645 miles in 18 
day.*. 
Leaving Now York on steamer days, 
mail matter is scheduled to reach Bonn 
in about ten days, Madrid iii ten days, 
London a n i Liverpool iii . iglit days, 
Rotterdam in nine days, Br. Peteu-burg 
in ll days, Vienna in nine nays: Bari* 
in eight days, Berlin in nine days and 
Athens and Alexandria hi 14 days. 
Communication with Bouto American 
ports is much slower. 
It tokes 24 day* 
for a letter to go from New York to Hie 
Janeiro, which is only about 50 milt s 
farther from this city than is Alesan 
dria. 
Mail m atter going from New 
York to Buenos Ayres, which is 8,045 
miles distant, consumes 29 or 30 days.

A B E E ’S R E S T L E S S LIFE. 


It I leg! 11a W ork When Three Day* Old 
a n d D iet a t F o rty -flv e. 
G. 
W. Reynolds of Los Angeles, 
one of the oldest traveling men in the 
U nited States, has a ranch of w hich he 
enjoys telling even more than he does 
of the experiences through w hich lie 
has passed during his half century upo» 
tbe road. The ranch is near San Diego, 
C a l 
The chief product is honey. 
Thi* 
product is gained from two apiaries, 
w hich Mr. Reynolds visits every tim e 
his business perm its him to go to south­ 
ern California. 
‘‘In my apiaries, w hich are cared for 
by m y son,” said he, ‘‘there are 140 
stand of bees. 
The honey season lasts 
from April to July. 
L ast season my 
bees yielded 40,000 pounds of honey, 
w hich sell* in th a t country in bulk lots 
at 4 cents a pound. 
Two of the hives 
gave over 500 pounds each. 
For ten 
years I have been interested in bees in a 
sm all way, and I take greater interest 
in them every year. 
A hive or stand of 
bees is w orth $2.50. In it are the queen, 
the drones aud the workers, a total 
population of from 30,000 to 35,000 
bees. 
‘‘This very good sized colony,” he 
continued, “ resides in a hive or wooden 
box. 
In the hive are a dozen fram es 13 
by 7 inchea 
In these the bees m ake or 
deposit the honey, a foundation of wax 
having been first placed in each fram e 
by the beekeeper, so th at the bees may 
have som ething to build upon. 
The 
honey is taken out of the fram es every 
other week during the hom y season. 
W hile doing so there is little need of 
protecting the hands. The hi es seem to 
be m ost inclined to sting one in the 
face. So, as a precaution, the m an who 
is rem oving the honey from the hives 
wears a straw hat, from the brim of 
w hich is hung a silk veil, like they have 
to do up in the Klondike country to 
w ard off the sum m er mosquitoes. 
“ The queen is an absolute monarch 
w ithin her dominions. 
Fire is the un­ 
disputed boss of the job. 
An ordinary 
bee lives during the w orking season on­ 
ly 45 days. Youug ones are being hatch­ 
ed out all the time. A bee goes to work 
at the tender age of 8 days aud hustles 
like a veteran for 42 days. 
Then it is 
just naturally a1! tired out, I suppose, 
for it dies. The queen lives louger, aud 
w hen a young queen comes into oxist 
euee in the hive b1k> drives the old 
queen out. 
H er loyal subjects follow 
her in lier banishm ent, and th a t is w hat 
makes the swarm. 
“ In southern C alifornia the bees make 
w ater w hite honey w hen the black -age 
is in blossom. 
W hen the w hite sag*: J# 
flowering, tho honey has an amber 
tinge. In w inter the bees make no hon­ 
ey. 
ffeventy-five carloads of the article 
are shipped out of San Diego county in 
good years. ” — D enver R epul IN .rn.
